NOTIFICATION 
New Ipelhi, the 22 nd July 1971 

G.S.R. 1052. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 3 of the All India Services Act, 1 05 1 (61 of 1951), read with sub-rule (1) 
of rule 4 of the Indian Forest Service (.Recruitment) Rules, 1966, section 96 read 
with section 81 of the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966 (31 of 1960) and section 
53 read with section 39 of the State of Himachal Pradesh Act, 1970 (.63 of 1970) 
and of all other powers hereunto enabling, the Central Government, alter consul- 
tation with the State Governments concerned and the Union Public Service Com- 
mission, hereby makes the following regulations further to amend the Indian 
Forest Service (Initial Recruitment) Regulations, I960, namely: — 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Indian Forest Service (Initial Recruit- 
ment), Second Amendment Regulations, 1971. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In regulation 3 of the Indian Forest Service (Initial Recruitment) Regulations, 
1966, in sub-regulation (1) alter clause (a), the following proviso shall be inserted, 
namely: — 

“Provided that for purposes of selection under sub-rule (1) read with sub- 
rule (3A) of rule 4 of the Indian Forest Service (Recruitment) Rules, 
1966, to the Cadre for the State of Punjab as it existed immediately 
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before the 1 st November, I9C6, that is to say, before the reorganisa- 
tion of that State under the Tunjab Reorganisation Act, 1966 (HI of 
1966), the Special Selection Board shall consist of the following:— 

(i) the Chairman of the Commission or his nominee; 

(11) the Inspector Ceneial of Forests of tho Government of India, or such 
other officer as may be nominated by the Central Government in 
this behalf; 

(ill) an officer of the Government of India not below the rank of Joint 
Secretary.; 

'{iv) the Chief Secretary to the Government of Punjab or a Secretary to 
that State Government nominated by him; 

(v) the Secretary to the Government of Punjab dealing with Forests or 
the Chief Conservator of Forests, Punjab; 

(vi) the Chief Secretary to the Government of Haryana or a Secretary to 

that State Government nominated by him; 

(vii) the Secretary to the Government of Haryana dealing with Forests or 

the Chief Conservator of Forests, Haryana; 

.(vili) the Chief Secretary to the Government of Himachal Pradesh or a 
Secretary to that State Government nominated by him; and 

,(Ix) the Secretary to the Government of Himachal Pradesh dealing with 
Forests or the Chief Conservator of Forests, Himachal Pradesh."
